On 29 October 1,400 troops of the 158 Division, 53 Army, arrived in Canton, where 
they were to be stationed, ; — 
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During October, the Kwangtung Military District Command was ordered by the 
Chinese Communist military authorities in Peiping to conscript and send 
35,000 physically fit young men to the ‘uchang-Hankow area before the end 
of November, These troops were to be sent to Korea from Hankow as replace- 
ments for the 4 Field Army,> 


On 20 October 600 cases of anti-aircraft gun and rifle ammunition arrived in 
Canton from Hankow by train and were sént immediately to Whampoa, On 24 
October, 24.Chinese Commun &t motor junks, loaded with 1,000 rifles and 500 
cases of rifle ammmisdop’and guarded by 30 troops, left Whampoa for Fort 
Bayard (Hsiying - 1162@%, 21-11),
